The serious lack of early seasonal 
rains would have prevented many farmers actually sowing to the extent 
Miticipated and in some districts resowing will be necessary. It is 
Moupht, however, that the bountiful general rains of early July may 
S now expedite sowing thet the estimate based on sarly reports may 
prove to be reasonibly accurate. 

Following the usual practice rther reports will be obtained 
giter all sowing is completed when the whole of the figures will be 
reviewed for a more confident estinate to be issued in September.
